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INTER  NAT  IuNAL  NUMISMATICS

That  numismatics  really  is  international,  as  it  should  be, 
has  been  proved  recently  by  an  event  that  took  place  in  the 
German  Democratic  Republic's  capital  city  of  Berlin. 

As  it  happens,  my  wife  is  of  Czech-Wendic  origin.  Her  fore- 
fathers moved  from  the  then  Austrian  Frovince  of  Czechoslov- 
akia to  East  Prussia,  where  they  settled  as  farmers.  My 
wife  and  her  family  still  to  this  day  speak  the  Wendic  lan- 
guage better  than  they  do  the  German  tongue.  Now  a sister 
of  my  wife,  Maria,  happens  to  live  in  East  Berlin.  This 
made  it  possible  that  a very  promising  young  numismatist 
living  in  Leipzig  could  come  to  Berlin  to  the  home  of  my 
sister-in-law  and  visit  with  fellow  numismatists  from  the 
United  States  and,  of  course,  Holland. 

This  real  international  numismatic  meeting  was  held  Sunday, 

May  17,  1970.  Attending  were  this  writer;  Klaus  Persing  from 
Leipzig;  K.  T.  "Ed"  Edwards,  Marvin  L.  Fraley  and  Jack  E. 
Lewis,  all  of  Dallas,  Texas,  U.S.A.  The  latter  three  gentle- 
men are  among  the  founders  of  "Numismatics  international",  a 
rapid  growing  numismatic  organization  based  in  Dallas,  Texas. 
The  wives  of  Mr.  Lewis  and  myself  were  also  in  attendance. 

Since  the  German  and  English  language  was  not  spoken  by  all 
parties,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  act  as  interpreter.  I am 
happy  that  l can  report  the  meeting  was  a complete  success. 

We  discussed  several  numismatic  problems  and  it  was  a fine 
occasion  that  people  who  have  corresponded  for  some  years 
are  finally  able  to  meet  each  other  in  person.  Numismatic 
gifts  were  exchanged  between  all  parties  which  will  long  be 
treasured  by  the  recipients. 

Once  again,  i could  see  proven  that  people  everywhere  under- 
stand each  other,  no  matter  what  political  or  social  barriers 
exist.

The  current  volume  of  the  annual  Revue  of  the  Swiss  numis- 
matic society  is  devoted  to  a large  hoard  of  medeival  coins 
found  in  1965  at  Corcelles-pres-Payerne , Switzerland,  near 
Fribourg.  Messrs.  Colin  Martin,  Hans-Dietrich  Kahl  and 
Erich  B.  Cahn  have  collaborated  in  bringing  notice  of  this 
important  hoard.  1118  coins  were  found  in  a jar,  represent- 
ing 28  medeival  places.  Of  these,  365  were  from  Vlorms,  181 
from  Strassburg,  122  from  Metz  and  114  from  Mainz;  the  balance 
from  other  German,  Swiss  and  French  cities  with  a few  Dutch 
coins  and  one  from  York,  England.  The  hoard  is  thought  to 
have  i-een  deposited  in  1033-1034.  Text  is  in  German  or 
French,  with  48  well-produced  plates.

GnEECE  ISSUES  EUXI-.L  CCM'S.  OT.aTIVE  GCLD  ,Et.  SILVER  CL  Ills 


The  Bank  of  Greece  recently  issued  a special  series  of  com- 
memorative coins  to  mark  the  April  21  revolution  of  1967  in 
Greece . 

The  obverse  bears  the  resurrected  Phoenix,  the  mythological 
bird  that  rises  from  its  ashes,  and  which  signifies  re-birth. 
It  is  flanked  by  a Greek  soldier  with  the  date  21  APRIL  1967 
in  the  exergue.  The  reverse  bears  the  arms  of  Greece. 

The  following  coins  were  issued: 

GOLD:  20  Drachmai  1967,  21  mm  diameter 

100  Drachmai  1967,  35  mm  diameter 

SILVER:  50  Drachmai  1967,  29  mm  diameter 

100  Drachmai  1967,  37  mm  diameter 

It  has  been  reported  that  only  10,000  Gold  100  dr.  coins 
were  issued  and  that  these  were  sold  out  in  three  days.

LECTOR  ET  E ME  NT  OR 

Wm.  D.  Craig's  selection  of  a Zeeland  doit  (page  464)  with 
the  inscription  LUCTCR  ET  EMENTuR  for  his  illustration  in 
"Coins  of  the  V/  or  Id,  1750-1850",  may  be  a cause  of  slight 
confusion  for  collectors  of  this  series.  The  normal  inscrip- 
tion for  Zeeland  coins  is  LUCTCR  ET  EMF.RGO  (I  struggle  and  I 
emerge).  The  EMENTCR  doits  (I  struggle  and  I expire)  were 
struck  as  jokes  in  the  year  1754.  Traditionally  this  issue 
is  ascribed  to  Martinus  Holtzhey,  Jr.,  son  of  the  Zeeland 
mintmaster.  Young  Holtzhey,  it  is  assumed,  prepared  all  the 
dies  for  the  Middleburg  mint  during  the  years  1752-1754. 
However,  G.  van  der  Meer  proved  that  the  theory  that  Holtz- 
hey had  struck  them  and  was  promptly  dismissed  by  the  States 
of  Zeeland  is  incorrect.  The  identity  of  the  person  re- 
sponsible for  this  fantasy  piece  remains  a mystery.

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CHINA  REVISITED 

Jack  E.  Lewis 

The  "FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  RESEARCH  WORLD  COINAGE 
TYPES  AND  VARIETIES"  was  published  in  1968  as  a joint  effort 
of  NUMISMATICS  INTERNATIONAL  and  GLOBE  COIN  TRADERS  ASSOCIA- 
TION. (Editor's  note  - while  it  is  out  of  print,  copies  are 
available  for  loan  to  NI  members  from  the  NI  Library.  Write 
Bob  Tomlinson,  Librarian.)  The  Final  Report,  as  it  is  more 
commonly  called,  was  meant  to  bring  certain  varieties  to  the 
attention  of  the  Whitman  Publishing  Company,  in  hopes  they 
would  be  included  in  the  "Brown  Book"  and  to  give  more  comp- 
rehensive listings  of  such  countries  as  Afghanistan,  etc. 

The  Final  Report  must  have  served  a good  purpose  as  we  are 
able  to  point  to  the  expanded  listings  of  Afghanistan  which 
were  incorporated  into  the  eighth  edition  of  "MODERN  WORLD 
COINS"  and  to  the  extensive  revision  of  China  in  the  ninth 
edition  as  well  as  a host  of  smaller  changes. 

R.S. Yeoman  has  completely  revised  the  listings  for  China  in 
the  ninth  edition  of  the  "Brown  Book".  The  major  change  has 
been  a renumbering  that  places  ALL  the  Empire  coinage  before 
ALL  the  coinage  of  the  Republic.  These  listings  are  follow- 
ed in  order  by  the  Communist  Army  coins,  the  Japanese  Puppet 
States  coins  then  the  coins  of  the  Nationalist  Government  on 
Formosa.  General  Issue  coins  precede  the  issues  of  the  sev- 
eral states  issuing  coins  in  their  respective  sections.  The 
coins  are  numbered  in  ascending  order  with  space  allowed  to 
insert  later  discoveries.  Another  important  change  has  been 
the  separation  of  the  Tai  Ch'ing  issues  of  the  Emperor  Kuang 
Hsu  from  those  of  the  Emperor  Hsuan  T'ung  and  the  lumping  of 
all  these  issues  under  the  general  issue  category  with  the 
state  symbols  being  treated  as  mint  marks  rather  than  signs 
of  independent  sovereignty. 

While  the  China  revisions  are  a definite  plus  they  have  been 
a source  of  confusion  to  the  average  collector  when  updating 
the  eighth  to  the  ninth  edition.  We  are  therefore  present- 
ing a cross  reference  between  the  two  editions  and  are  ad- 
ding in  the  NI  numbers  for  good  measure.  (The  NI  numbers  are 
being  adopted  by  many  dealers  under  the  more  common  title  of 
"Hogan"  numbers  or  "H"  numbers.  - Ed.) 

The  cross  reference  is  in  the  same  order  as  the  eighth  edi- 
tion, then  in  order  as  NI  listed  them.  Where  two  or  more  NI 
numbers  existed  under  one  ninth  edition  number  as  much  expla- 
nation as  possible  was  inserted.  Most  explanations  are  of 
a self-explanatory  nature  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the 
greatly  expanded  notes  of  the  ninth  edition.  Other  explana- 
tions are  mainly  in  the  category  of  metallic  differences,  a 
difference  in  size  of  lettering,  types  of  center  or  side  or- 
naments of  the  Empire  coins  or  the  number  of  characters  at 
the  top  or  bottom  (usually  rev.).  The  letters  K and  S follow- 
ed by  numbers  refer  to  the  books  by  Kann  and  Schjoth  and  to 
their  reference  numbers.

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PRIVY  MARKS  ON  FRENCH  COINS 

by  Richard  R.  Schubert 


The  use  of  privy  marks  on  coins  has  a long  history  in  many 
countries.  In  by-gone  days,  when  minting  operations  were 
less  exact,  the  privy  marks  served  as  a means  of  enabling  a 
monarch  to  determine  which  of  his  subordinates  were  cheating 
in  the  precious  metals  used  in  coinage. 

In  the  modern  era,  the  use  of  privy  marks  has  been  largely 
discontinued  due  to  the  decreased  use  of  precious  metals  and 
the  adoption  of  modern  industrial  techniques.  France  is  one 
of  the  relatively  few  countries  where  the  privy  mark  is  still 
used.  The  privy  marks  consist  of  small  symbols;  they  are 
often  found  flanking  the  date  though  this  is  by  no  means 
their  only  location.  The  privy  marks  are  small  and,  especial- 
ly on  circulated  coins,  sometimes  a bit  of  imagination  is 
needed  to  identify  them  properly. 

The  history  of  French  privy  marks  between  the  establishment 
of  the  Second  Republic  in  1848  and  the  present  can  be  divided 
into  two  parts.  In  the  beginning,  there  were  a number  of  re- 
latively autonomous  mints  in  France.  Each  of  these  mints 
identified  its  coinage  with  its  own  mint  mark.  In  addition, 
each  mint’s  director  had  his  personal  privy  mark  placed  on 
coins  minted  during  his  tenure  to  symbolize  his  responsibility 
for  the  manufacture  of  the  coins.  The  various  mintmasters  and 
their  privy  marks  are  as  follows:

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In  addition  to  the  mintmaster ' s mark  and  the  mint  mark,  the 
coins  of  this  era  bear  the  privy  mark  of  the  "graveur  general" 
(chief  engraver)  who  was  responsibile  for  the  preparation  of 
the  dies  used  by  all  of  the  mints.  The  graveur  general  was 
not  necessarily  the  designer  of  the  coin.  The  privy  mark  of 
the  graveur  general  (which  office  was  dominated  by  Jacques- 
Jean  Barre  and  his  sons  during  this  period)  appears  on  the 
coins  issued  by  all  of  the  French  mints.

Starting  in  1857,  one-by-one,  the  various  mints  were  closed. 

By  1880,  when  the  second  part  of  our  history  begins,  only  the 
Paris  mint  remained  in  operation.  Accordingly,  the  use  of  a 
privy  mark  for  the  mintmaster  was  discontinued.  In  its  place, 
the  cornucopia  or  horn-of-plenty  formerly  associated  with  mint 
master  Ruau  was  adopted  as  a permanent  mark  representing  the 
mint  administration  and  has  continued  in  use  to  this  day. 
Though  the  familiar  "A"  mint  mark  of  Paris  was  discontinued, 
the  cornucopia  should  not  be  considered  a substitute  mint 
mark;  the  cornucopia  is  found  on  coins  bearing  the  mint  mark 
of  the  Beaumont  le-Roger  (B)  and  Castelsarrasin  (C)  mints, 
indicating  they  were  operating  under  the  direction  of  the 
mint  administration  in  Paris. 


On  the  other  hand,  some  coins  issued  during  the  1920's  have 
the  lightning  bolt  of  the  Poissy  mint  in  place  of  the  cornu- 
copia presumably  indicating  that  the  Poissy  mint  was  operat- 
ing autonomously. 

During  this  period,  a second  privy  mark  was  used  to  identify 
the  "graveur",  a position  similar  to  that  of  the  previous 
"graveur  general"  but  with  a less  resounding  title  due  to 
the  elimination  of  multi-mint  responsibilities.  The  graveurs 
and  their  marks  are  as  follows:

Most  generalizations  will  be  found  to  have  exceptions.  There 
are  a number  of  French  coins  which  do  not  bear  the  two  privy 
marks  discussed  above. 


These  include  those  issues  coined  by  mints  outside  of  France. 
The  World  War  II  2 franc  pieces  (Y-89)  minted  in  Philadelphia 
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for  use  in  Algeria  and  the  liberated  portions  of  France  do 
not  bear  privy  marks. 

A small  number  of  1 franc  pieces — 17,200  in  zinc  and  4,400 
in  aluminum--of  the  pre-war  design  (Y-8l)  was  reportedly 
issued  by  the  privisional  (Free  French)  government  in  Algiers 
in  1943-44.  It  is  conjectured  that  this  issue  does  not  bear 
privy  marks  just  as  the  French  West  African  issues  of  the 
same  period  and  style  (Y-l  & 2)  do  not. 

Another  foreign-made  coin  with  no  privy  marks  is  the  Brussels- 
minted  50  centime  of  1939.  Of  the  total  issue  of  approxi- 
mately 100  million  pieces,  6,200,000  were  minted  in  Brussels. 
These  have  a " B"  mint  mark  under  the  date  and  no  privy  marks. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  tokens  of  the  1920's  (Y-77,  78  & 79) 
have  the  cornucopia  mark  of  the  mint  administration  but  do 
not  have  a graveur's  privy  mark. 

Another  variation  in  the  use  of  privy  marks  can  be  seen  in 
the  Dupuis/Roty  designs  at  the  end  of  the  19th  century.

In  the  first  years  of  issue,  this  series  of  coins  did  not 
bear  any  privy  marks.  In  1901,  privy  marks  were  placed  on 
the  coins  of  5 centimes  and  higher  denominations.  The  1 and 
2 centimes  never  had  privy  marks  and  are  unique  in  being  the 
only  regular  issue  coinage  without  these  identifying  marks. 

For  the  collector  interested  in  variations,  the  privy  marks 
present  a challenge,  especially  since  they  are  virtually 
ignored  in  catalogues,  dealers'  lists,  etc.  Whenever  one 
mintmaster  or  graveur  succeeded  another  in  mid-year,  the 
possibility  of  coins  identical  as  to  date  and  mint  but  dif- 
fering in  privy  marks  exists.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  1855  coinage.  When  Albert-Desire  Barre  succeeded  his 
father,  Jacques-Jean  Barre,  in  February,  1855,  the  graveur 
general's  privy  mark  changed  from  a wolf's  head  to  an 
anchor.  As  a result,  the  collector  today  can  find,  for 
example,  a 10  centime  coin  from  Lyon  mint  dated  1855  with 
the  wolf's  head  and  another  of  the  same  date  and  mint  which 
bears  the  anchor.  The  1855  issues  provide  a fertile  field 
for  anyone  interested  in  privy  mark  varieties. 

There  are  several  other  years  during  which  two  different 
individuals  occupied  an  office.  However,  further  research 
(i.e.,  examination  of  coins  dated  in  these  years)  will  be 
necessary  to  determine  if  these  years  provide  a variety  of 
privy  marks  comparable  to  that  of  1855.  For  the  benefit 
of  any  collector  interested,  the  transitional  years  are  listed 
be  1 o w : 
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1855  Albert-Desire  Barre  (anchor)  succeeded  Jacques- 
Jean  Barre  (wolf’s  head)  as  graveur-general . 

1860  Renouard  de  Bussiere  (bee)  succeeded  Charles 
Louis  Dierickx  (hand)  as  master  of  the  Paris 
(A)  mint. 

1879  Jean-Louis  Ruau  (cornucopia)  succeeded  de  Bussiere 
(bee)  as  master  of  the  Paris  (A)  mint. 

1896  Henri-August  Patey  (torch)  succeeded  Jean 
Lagrange  (fasces)  as  graveur. 

1901  Cornucopia  and  torch  privy  marks  added  to  5,  10 
and  50  centimes  and  1 and  2 franc  coins  which 
previously  did  not  have  privy  narks. 

1958  Raymond  Joly  ( owl ) succeeded  Lucien  Razor  (wing) 
as  graveur.

The  Ninth  edition  of  R.  S.  Yeoman's  "Modern  World  Coins"  has 
completely  revamped  the  section  on  Chinese  coins.  (See  other 
sections  of  this  bulletin  for  a cross-reference  chart.)  It 
will  be  some  time  before  most  collectors  up-date  their  col- 
lection to  jive  with  the  new  revisions.  However,  some  sharp- 
eyed  Nl'ers  have  noted  that  the  one  wen  of  1911  (NI-GCTA  Re- 
port #23)  is  not  listed,  and  questions  have  been  posed  as  to 
why  the  omission.  The  reason  seems  to  be  that  it  is  tempor- 
arily omitted  because  the  MWC  staff  has  reservations  as  to 
its  exact  position  in  the  chronology  of  the  Ch’ing  govern- 
ment coins.  A controversy  over  the  date  of  issue  of  the  coin 
has  not  been  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  staff.  They 
feel  that  the  coin  is  part  of  the  Tai  Ch'mg  Ti-Kuo  series, 
and  should  be  numbered  Y-6.  It  is  my  contention  that  the 
coin  is  part  of  the  1911  series  and  the  coin  should  be  listed 
as  Y-25.  Unfortunately,  no  written  authority  for  the  issue 
date  of  this  piece  is  known.

ccin  FhCts  a w tie  collect ing  of  coins  in  Belgium  aid  framci 

by  Alfred  Cornil,  Mont  Sur  Marchienne,  Belgium 

I think  that  the  practice  of  "collecting"  coins  in  western 
Europe  and  in  the  USA  are  not  quite  the  same.  In  Europe  Mflf 
people  possess  silver  and  gold  coins  but  only  a few  are  col- 
lectors, a large  majority  keep  coins,  from  father  to  son,  for 
their  silver  or  gold  alloy  value  and  the  actual  values  of 
some  of  these  coins  is  generally  unknown  by  their  owners. 

For  many  centuries  people  hoarded  for  fear  of  war,  inflation 
and  devaluation.  France  is  the  country  of  "bas  de  laine" 
(woolen  sock).  For  a long  time  the  French  have  been  known 
to  hoard  up  silver  and  gold  coins,  most  of  the  hoard  date 
from  before  1914  and  generally  contain  2 kinds  of  coins: 

Gold  20  Francs:  Belgium  Y19;  France  Y8,  10,  35,  40, 

55  and  66. 

Silver  Crowns  (of  the  Latin  Union): 

Belgium  Y8;  France  Y6,  7,  32,  51  and 
52;  Italy  Y14  and  30. 

Further,  it  is  not  rare  to  find  French  coins  of  the  18th 
century  in  these  hoards.  The  hoards  generally  do  not  contain 
any  minor  coins. 

I would  like  to  tell  you  how  I became  interested  in  collecting 
coins.  My  wife  received  from  her  mother  a box  containing 
coins  --  some  gold  20  Franc  pieces  and  about  100  silver  crowns 
in  5 Franc  denomination  of  the  Latin  Union.  Most  of  them  were 
crowns  of  Belgium,  but,  amongst  them  I found:  Italy  5 lires 
Victor  Emmanuel  II  and  Umberto  I (Y14  and  30) ; Greece  5 Drach- 
mai  George  I (Y14);  France,  about  30  pieces  of  5 Francs  from 
Louis  i hilippe  (1830-1848)  to  the  Third  Republic  (1370-1940) 
and  among  these  were  5 Francs  1870  (Y46)  and  the  scarce  5 
Francs  1871  (Y53) . All  were  about  fine  to  very  fine,  some 
even  extra  fine. 

I think  that  this  accounting  will  give  you  a good  idea  of 
what  is  to  be  found  in  the  majority  of  "hoards"  but,  however, 
some  hoards  contain  only  gold  coins.  For  centuries  gold 
coins  have  been  more  treasured  than  silver  ones  and  silver 
crowns  were  preferred  to  the  minor  issues.  The  latter  circu- 
lated freely  and  this  is  why  silver  coins,  especially  of  low 
nominal  values,  are  scarcer  than  gold  ones  and  more  difficult 
to  find  in  better  grades. 

Another  reason  is  that  most  of  the  silver  and  copper  coins 
were  called  in  and  smelted  in  order  to  stamp  new  coins  upon 
the  succession  of  each  new  governmental  change.  Therefore, 
it  is  not  astonishing  that  silver  and  copper  coins  are,  pro- 
portionately, much  more  expensive  than  gold  ones. 

I think  that  most  people  in  the  USA  are  familiar  with  the 
European  Common  Market.  Ministers  of  six  (6)  important  Euro- 
pean nations  actually  try,  among  other  things,  to  give  Europe 
a common  money.  If  they  succeed  they  will  have  invented 
nothing.  This  common  money  has  been  in  existence  from  the 
end  of  the  19th  century  and  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century 
under  the  auspicies  of  "Latin  Union". 


Latin  Union  was  a monetary  union,  signed  December  1865  between 
France,  Italy,  Switzerland  and  Belgium,  effective  on  August 
1st,  1866.  Greece  joined  the  union  duiing  1868.  This  agree- 
ment ruled  the  coining  of  gold  and  silver  coins,  relating  to 
the  weight,  alley,  size  and  course,  based  on  the  French  deci- 
mal system  from  Year  XI  (1803),  i.e.: 


40  pieces  of  5 Francs  silver  for  1 Kilo 

155  oieces  of  20  Francs  Gold  for  1 Kilo  (l  lb.  Troy 

= 0.3732  kilo) 


May  be  coined: 


Gold  coins  of  100,  50,  40,  20,  10  and  5 Francs 
Silver  coins  of  5,  2,  1,  0.50  and  0.20  Francs 

All  coins  were  current  in  each  of  the  5 countries  who  were  in 
the  Union.  Most  representative  of  these  coins  are:

Many  countries,  without  joining  the  Latin  Union,  adopted  its 
monetary  system  (Bulgaria,  Spain,  Romania,  Serbia,  Vatican 
and  many  countries  of  South  America). 

Some  European  countries  issued  only  Gold  coins  with  the  same 
weight  and  standard  (Austria,  Finland  and  Russia).  Some  of 
the  gold  coins  of  Austria  (Y21-22)  have  two  types,  one  in 
Florin  and  the  other  in  Francs. 

A convention  of  1886 suspended  the  coining  of  silver  and  gold 
coins  in  the  denomination  of  5 Francs. 

The  First  World  War  (1914-1918)  was  disasterous  to  the  Latin 
Union.  Inflation  and  devaluation  were  fatal  for  the  silver 
and  gold  coins. 

Collectors  of  world  types  generally  base  their  trades  or 
purchases  on  Craig  and  Yeoman  catalog  values  and  I think  that, 
as  I was,  they  too  are  astonished  at  the  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing some  "little"  minors  of  a lower  value.  I will  try  to 
explain  why  minors  are  scarcer  and  proportionately  more  expen- 
sive than  some  gold  coins  or  silver  crowns. 

I will  give  the  following  quotations  tc  try  and  explain  why 
we  cannot  obtain  some  of  these  minors  at  the  aforementioned 
catalog  values. 

Mr.  Yeoman  states  in  his  catalog  (Modern  World  Coins)  that 
"in  each  instance  the  price  refers  to  the  commonest  date  and 
mint  mark".  The  majority  of  Yeoman's  quotations  are  good  but, 
I shall  show  here  why  some  coins,  which  I'm  sure  are  lacking 
in  many  collections,  are  thus  underpriced. 
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I will  compare  Yeoman's  valuations  as  shown  in  the  Sth  Edition 
1968  with  "Repertoire  de  la  Ilumismatique  Francaise  Contempor- 
aine  - 1793-1968"  by  J.  Te  /'ey  & B.  Poindessault  (1969).  For 
example,  France  Yll  and  12:  all  coins  are  dated  1852  and  all 

were  minted  at  Paris  (A)  (prices  are  given  in  US  valuations 
f or  grade  f ine ) .

I neither  collect  nor  trade  gold  coins  but  for  the  interests 
of  those  collectors  who  do,  gold  coins  can  be  bough  in  Belgium 
without  restraint,  at  the  banks  and  stockbrokers.  Prices  of 
the  commonest  coins  are  published  every  c’ay  and  generally  at 
Yeoman's  quotation  or  some  even  cheaper.  For  example:

COINAGE  uF  GALAPAGOS  lSl^NDS 

In  an  article  printed  in  the  May  1961  issue  of  "El  Colec- 
cionists  Ecuatonano"  (No.  38),  R.  V.  Ramirez  described 
various  circulating  media  used  on  Cristobal  island  in  the 
Galapagos  Islands.  Leather  scraps,  lead  fragments  and 
Peruvian  sucres  of  the  period  of  1844-1898,  counterstamped 
with  a monogram  AR,  were  used  as  currency  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  19th  century.  The  leather  and  lead  pieces 
were  stamped  with  a value  of  five  centavos  by  Manuel  J. 

Cocos,  owner  of  the  only  store  m the  Galapagos.  The  counter- 
stamped  coins  were  issued  by  Rogel  o Alvarado,  who  married 
one  of  the  daughters  of  the  Cocos  family.  Ramirez  was  un- 
able to  obtain  one  of  the  stam;  ed  AR  coins,  but  experts 
have  testified  to  their  existence  and  circulation  on 
Cristobal . 
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
